Police Chief 
Gives Parents 
Safety Tips 


Withing a few weeks Albany’ 
youngsters will be heading back 
to school again. 

To help make the trip to and 
from school as safe as possible, 
Police Chief Ralph M. Jensen of- 
fers parents the following 
“School's Open” safety tips: 

1. If your youngsters are at- 
tending school for the first time, 
determine the safest route to 
school and accompany the chil- 
dren to and from classes for the 
tirst week or so. 

2. Closely observe the reduced 
speed limits in school zones when 
aviving. 

3. Urge your youngsters to co- 
operate with the School Safety 
Patrols. 

4. Drive your children to and 
from school only if absolutely 
necessary. Making the trip on 
their own teaches children self- 
reliance. 

5. Whenever possible, pool 
riwes with neighbors to reduce 
traffic congestion around schools. 

6. Avoid double-parking in the 
school zone. This creates an acci- 
dent hazard and prevents the 
orderly movement of traffic. 


Health Officer 
Offers Advice 
On Fly Control 


Harold Van Coops, Albany 
Deputy Health Officer, offered 
today the following suggested 
rules for householders to aid in 
minimizing the present fly prob- 
lem within the area: 

1. Wrap all garbage after first 
draining well. 

2. Replace garbage cans as they 
rust out at the bottom or become 
battered up “at the~top~and- do 
not fit the covers. 

3. A mesh bag of moth balls 
hung from the cover will repel 
flies from entering the garbage 
can to a certain extent. If flies 
do not lay eggs in the garbage for 
the first three days, the maggots 
will not develop sufficiently to 
migrate from the can before the 


garbage collection. 
4. Dog droppings should. be 
flushed down the toilet, buried 


under six inches of soil firmly 
packed down, or wrapped well 
and placed in the garbage can. 

5. If maggots are coming out 
of the can before the collection 
day, the can and the area around 
it should be sprayed with an in- 
secticide to kill them. 

Scatter lawn cuttings to dry 
them out before disposal.

“The ax is a very important tool 
in making forcible entry and for 
moving objects but the ladder is 
really the firemans best friend,” 
he continued. ‘Ladders are used 
to make entry or rescue and to 
bring hoses and other firefighting 
tools into upper floors of build- 
ings. They are used for bridging 
areas and a multitude of other 
uses. Constant training with this 
tool is a must in the fire service. 
A ladder is a useful piece of 
household equipment and _ at 
times can be used by the house: 
holder during moments of emer- 
gency. 

If your ladder is not in good 
condition, either repair it or get 
a new one. It may fail you or 
injure you when you need it 
most. Keep your ladder in good 
repair. Don’t leave it lying on 
the ground or standing against 
a wall, Fasten pegs or metal 
hooks to'a wall and hang it up, 
preferably in the garage or some 
place under cover. 

When need arises use it safely, 
set it so that the foot of the 
ladder is about one fifth of its 
length away from the wall 
against which you have placed it. 
In other words, the bottom of a 
20 foot ladder should be about 
four feet away from the wall it 
is leaning against. If you have 
time, tie the ladder at the top 
or bottom to keep it from slip- 
ping. 

In climbing a ladder, the balls 
of your feet should be placed in 
the center of the rungs. 
body should be held erect. Keep 
your upper body at arms length 
from the rungs and don't look
